Some imagine that tha irrepressible 


conflict h»s been repressed. They are 
mistaken. 
Not only does the old con- 


Hot still continue, but it threatens scri- 
ms changed in our form of government. 


Mr. Howard described tho irrcprcssi- 


)!c conflict as one between different sys- 
-ems of labor. Since his time the coun- 
try has perceived that freedom of labor 
cannot exist without equality of civiland 
jolitioal rights 
This discovery rendei* 


id plainly necessary the adoption of the 
burtoonth and fifteenth amendments,and 
laws for their enforcement. 
Yet only 


postosday an agent telegraphing from 
Yioksburg, and unconsciously revealing 
the real feeling of the majority of south- 
ern whites, spoke of certain white men 
as "tho citizens," and of all persons op- 
posed to them as "tho negroes." As a 
Rash of lightning reveals the whole 
landscape, so this phrase shows how 
completely and 
how naturally many 


Southern whites reject tho idea that 
the negro is entitled to the rights of cit- 
izenship. 
To them, tho negro is still 


an inferior being, whose emancipation 
from chattel slavery was a wholesale rob- 
bery of the superior class which had 
lived upon his labor, whose elevation to 
political rights was a mortal insult to 
tho proud while race of the South, and 
whoso investment with equal rights us a 
man atid citizen is a degradation of the 
whites which they never can tolerate. 


Warren county, Mississippi, has a 


population of about !),000 whites and 
11»,000 blacks. 
In 1860, in that coun- 


ty, less than 7,000 whites owned nearly 
14,000 slaves, and they have not forgot- 
ten it. 
In Vicksburg .itself there is a 


largo majority of colored people. 
The 


county gave, in 1860, nearly 5.,000 lie- 
publican and only 1,300 Democratic 
votes; in 18G9, over 4,COO Jiepublican 
and only 1,000 Democratic votes; in 
187ii,oeor 4,700 Republicans, and less 
than 1,300 'Democratic and Liberal 
votes. 
Four-fifths of the voters in the 


county, being Republicans, and ruaiuly 
colored, thought tit to elect a colored 
man named Crosby, their Sheriff. 
A 


week ago the one lifihof tho vuterc,who 
could not elect anybody by ballots, pro 
ccedcd to the court house and demand- 
ed the resignation of all tho ofliuulb 
The Sheriff summoned aid ; tho colored 
majoiily came to his rescue, alight 
ensued, nnd tho whites prevailed.

Ju.st so, nil over the 
South, there exists a chronic lobcllion 
against those ninetidiiieiits of the Cun 
stittilion which fortify freedom of laboi 
by crjuulity of uvil and political rights, 
Sometimes that rebellion takes tho form 
of a revolution, us in Louisiana icccnt 
ly, and in Vicksburg; sometimes it ap- 
pears in illegal overthrow of the exist 
iug Constitution and laws, as in Ar- 
kansas ; sometimes in 
tho framing o! 


acts designed to permit the re-enslave- 
inent of colored men, in Texas. 
Uut 


everywheie tiie spirit is the same— 
rooted hostility to the civil and politi- 
cal equality wuhuut which 
free laboi 


could ilot exist. 
It is an ineradicable 


feeling that the colored man is not and 
canuot bo entitled to the same lights as 
his former muster, and that therefore 
his enfranchisement .and investment 
with civil riglits wsio wanton insults, 
prompted only by a desire to degrtid( 
and humiliate ci couijiicrcd people—in 
suits which they mean to repel ju,st as 
soon and just as far as they dare. I 


This feeling is not one which will 


pass away 
Let us not deceive our 


selves. 
It exists solely because the ma- 


jority of the white people of tho South 
are incapable of understanding that "al 
men are created ccjual, and endowed by 
their (.'re.itor with certain inalienable 
righ."."

imagined in our shaping i,f policies ol 
reconstruction, but they are absolutely 
incapable of understanding, that funda- 
mental truth. 
Has history 
taught 


nothing? 
Have we not learned that 


in certain races and climates a tend* 
ency to civil inequality and to tho rule 
of force lUbtead of law is absolutely ine 
radicablo, and that therefore n true re- 
public embracing mixed races has not 
been found possible south of a certain 
isothermal line ? 
Hut our Southern 


people have also the inherited notion 
of caste, engendered by a system ol 
slavery maintained for ages, and in 
tcubilud by theeuil war, the ciuanci 
nation, with all its personal losses, and 
ihc e-t iblishmcut ot civil and political 
equnlny, which seems to them a wanton 
insult and cruel degradation. 
Can we 


wonder ii such a people make relentless 
war upon the Constitution as amended, 
and that, after tho fashion ol Southern 
races, w i t h bullets wlienevcr'balluts do 
not sor\ e ?
